Original Package Pla«e Seized. 


Charleston, June IS.—The dispensary- 


law ot" South Carolina is to be brought 
before the courts, again, j. S. Pinkus- 
sohn's "original package" agency was 
seized by the state authorities, the pro- 
prietor taken before a magistrate and 
his store closed up. This action 
is 


taken under section 22 of the dispen- 
sary law which declares that any place 
other than a state disepensary in 
which liquors are sold shall be consid- 
ered a public nuisance. It is probable 
that the case is made to test the valid- 
ity of the "original package" decision 
recently issued in the United States 
courts.

Detroit. June 18.—Just before ad-

London, June IS.—The Pall Mall Ga- 


zette says that the Marquis Ho, the 
Japanese statesman who was inter- 
viewed in Paris on the Hawaiian an- 
nexation question, has declared that 
Japan will not create international dif- 
ficulties in connection with Hawaii, 
and that certainly no other country 
will object to tbe annexation of Hawaii 
by the United States. 


Commenting on this utterance the 


Pall Mall Gazette says: "President 
McKinley may call annexation merely 
a continuation of existing relations, 
but it is undoubted departure in the 
colonizing sensa. 


"It does not mean that Cuba will folr 


low, or anything of that kind, but it 
means a strong naval policy. The 
United States will certainly be a great 
sea in the future; her commerce and 
seaboard necessitate that, and Hawaii 
will be of ;he greatest value if it means 
naval expenditure now, and 
it may 


well repay it with compound interest 
in the future." 


The Globe says: "This American 


grab is a breach of good faith, if not a 
Tioiation of treaty rights and there is 
all the more reason for anticipating a 
prompt and watchful attitude on the 
part of Lord Salisburk now, when it is 
remembered what a flabby appearance 
England presented to a contemptuous 
world in the case of Venezuela. No 
English ministry however strong can 
afford to repeal that policy often. All 
Englishmen heartily desire to ctilti- 
rate and maintain 
friendly relations 


with the United States, but our trans- 
atlantic kinsmen must not' be allowed 
to believe that England can be bullied 
into submitting to any kind of off- 
hand treatment.

Cuba. President McKinley eridently 
imagines that in throwing to the Chau- 
vinists this bone to pick, he will pro- 
cure a momentary respite.

A Train Fall* to Connect Witlt a I>r»w- 


bridg* Orer Chicago Ki*»r. 


Chicago, June 38.—A 
northbound 


suburban train on t heChicago, Mil- 
waukee and St. Paul railroad ran into 
the Chicago river atKinsla street. Six 
men were hurt, but it is not expected 
that any of ibem wili die. 


Following is a list of the injured: 


Elmer Goshorc, brakemau; Frank Q. 
Cleveland, engineer; William F. Ste- 
vens, fireman; George Upchurch, pas- 
senger, K. 'SI. Merkely and an unknown 
man. 


The train, which consisted of tbe en- 


gine and two cars, the first being a 
combination smoking and baggage car, 
and the second a regular passenger 
coach, left the depot at 9:50 and five 
minutes later the engine and first car 
were under the surface of the Chicago 
river. 


The railroad crosses the river at 


Kinsie street, which is not over one- 
quarter of a mile north of ihe depot, 
and the train was consequently moving 
slowly. But for tbis fact the entire 
train must have gone into the river 
and the loss o£ life would have been 
heavy, as the passenger coach, which 
did not go in, contained about 30 pas- 
sengers. 


The trains always stop an instant 


before going upon the bridge, and En- 
gineer Cleveland came to a stop about 
£00 feet soath of the bridge. 
The 


lights were all right, signalling that 
the draw was closed, and he started 
up again . 


In a minute he saw through the 


darkness the shape of the bridge stand- 
ing open and made desperate efforts to 
stop the train. It was too late, how- 
ever, and the engine plunged into the 
open draw dragging with it the first 
car.

wonld produce. She did not hare it. al- 
though called npon by the referee to 
show it. It ia said that the day follow- 
ing she made a statement renouncing 
all her claims.

Jones woman told him she would do 
what she could to get Ben out of the 
scrape. 


Marlon Watt stated that Delia 


Jones illustrated to him the distance 
that Bentley and Simons were apart 
when the first abot was fired. Stated 
that the distance was eight or nine 
feet. 


Capt. Bell was next called and he 
stated that Delia Jones told him at 
the police station that she did not 
see Bentley have a razor on the morn- 
ing of the murder. That when the

Tbe crowd of a dozen or 
more people standing about the corner 
noticed a man and woman, both col- 
ored, standing near the outer edge of 
the pavement quarreling, but no par- 
ticular attention was paid to them 
until the woman suddenly 


DREW A REVOLVER 


from her bosom and crying, "I'll fix 
you, you 
—," fired one shot at 


the man with whom she had been 
quarreling. 
"Handsome 
Harry." 


whom the intended victim proved to 
be, saw the revolver just in time to 
save his life. He dropped from under 
his hat an instant before the cartridge 
exploded 
and tbe bullet passed 


through the crowd and was stopped 
by a galvanized iron protector on a 
telephone pole in front of the old 
Enterprise laundry building. It was 
afterwards picked up and turned over 
to the police. 


Handsome Harry cams almost as 


near being frightened to death as he 
did being shot. He didn't resume 
the quarrel but ran into the Club 
saloon and into a water closet, where 
he was found a moment later by 
Oapt. Bell and a TIMES-DEMOCRAT 
representative. 
When asked what 


the trouble was he replied that bis 
wife bad tried to shoot him. Capt. 
Bell toek him to the police station to 
hold him a prisoner until the affair 
could be thoroughly investigated. 


THB WOMAN CAPTURED. 


When the shot was fired the 


spectators were so startled that no 
one attempted to atop the woman, 
wbo replaced the revolver In her 
dress and walked down east High 
street until she had passed the rear 
door of tbe Club saloon and then she 
started to run. William Heffner was 
standing so close to her when the 
shot was flred that the powder burned 
his face, and E. W. Jackson, who was 
in front of tbe Swiss block had tbe 
pleasure of hearing the bullet sing 
within a few inches of his head. 
Special policeman Ed Titus was in 
front of .the Eik when the shot was 
fired and he hurried upon the scene 
in time to see the woman running 
down High street. He followed and 
a merry chase she led him.
